Mr. Chesterton said Conservatism 
Was impossible, even for the purpose 
Conservatives. What did they 
mean by being Conservatives? They 
meunt that they wanted to keep cer- 
tain good and valuable things as 
they were. He should like to be a 
Conservative if he could, because he 


should like to keep the old English 
institutions in existence; he liked 
them, and was fond of them. But 


they would find that any institution 
the boots they wore, their hats, or 


shirts—however fond they were of 
them, all had to be constantly re- 
volutionized, 

If they wanted a white shirt, for 


instance, they would find it desirable 
and 


occasionally to have it washed, 

even from time to time to replace it. 
Therefore he said that Liberalism 
meant the principle of laundry—of

the institutions of the state. (Laugh- 
ter and cheers.) It was no good say- 
ing, as some people no doubt did say,

The Judicial Committee Will Com- 
mence Inquiry into Railway Deal 
—Beginning of a Long, Quiet Cam- 
paign by the Members in Endeavor 
to Give Electors Opportunity to 
Hear Both Sides of the Question. 


Edmonton.—The lest sitting before 
adjournment was held on Saturday 
morning, a number of private bills 
passed through the third reading and 
partial estimates were passed, after 
which His Honor, Lieut.-Governor 

ulyea gave assent to some fifteen 
bills. 
ed_until May 26. 

The judicial commission will begin 
the inquiry into the Alberta and Great 
Waterways Reilway deal during the 
week, and although the leading coun- 
sel has not been named, it is under- 
stood that W. L. Walsh, K.C., will be 
assistant counsel, 

The bill to incorporate the Edmon- 
ton Interurban Railway was killed in 
committee in view of the strong pro- 
test by the city council and several 
other unimportant bills which came 
up were held over until the House 
meets again after adjournment. The 
total cut in the estimates brought 
down wus $243,000. The Government 
asked for $1,691,000, but when the esti 
mates came up they were pared to 
$1,448,539, 

The appropriation for $50,000 for 
the Edmonton court house was cut 
to $25,000, and the $50,000 for the 
Ponoka Asylum was cut to $35,000, 
The $125,000 on capital account for 
bridges was cut to $25,000, Mr. Cush- 
ing explaining that the greater part 
of the steel work for these bridges 
was already paid for, 

The $10,000 for immigration will be 
expended by a publicity commission 
under the agricultural denartment, 
which will have for its object the 
increasing of the population of the 
province. 

Mr. Cushing also spoke against the 
appropriation for $10,(00 for the road 
to the Grande Prairie Country, saying 
that this wes not the time to build 
roads, Cornwall disegreed with this, 
saying there were 11,000 acres of home- 
stead land there, and no way to get 
into it, and that the road should be 
built at once. He said this was the 
time to get the work done, and Puffer 
also said this was the right time to 
build roads. Hoadsley thought inex- 
perienced settlers should not be 
granted $10.000 to bulld roads, and 
Boyle thought settlers should not be 
encouraged to go there, as there was 


no railroad, The money was not 
granted, 
Although this is the end of the 


actual session, for a time, it is the be 
ginning of a long, quiet campaign, as 
both sides will flood the country with 
men and pamphlets to give the elec. 
tors an oprotunity to hear both sides 
of the story. 


Want Packing Plant 

Lloydminster, Alta.—A  representa- 
tive of the Alberta government, Mr. 
Stevens, addressed the Lloydminster 
branch of the U. F. A. here recently. 
He came to explain the government's 
proposal for aiding and equipping the 
pork-packing plant in Alberta, con- 
cerning which the farmers have talk- 
ed much during the past two years. 

Mr. Stevens said that the govern- 
ment would require, before taking the 
metter up, a guarantee from the farm- 
ers of the province of an annual sup- 
ply of at least 50.000 hogs. The funds 
for the plant would then be provided 
by the government as a loan, and the 
ownership of the plant would be grad- 
uelly transferred from the 
ment to the fermers. 

That the Lloydminster farmers ap- 
prove of the plan, was shown by the 
eegerness with which they signed the 
papers guarantesing a big annual de- 
livery of hogs for the plant. 


Fire Rangers in West Will Be on Job 

Ottawa.—R. H. Campbell, Pominion 
superintendent of forest will, in the 
course of a few weeks, leave for the 
west to reorganize fire range 
there. A corps of fire-rangers emnloy 
ed by the goverrment is reeruited 
every spring. This year on account 
of the wide pvblie interest created in 
connection with the protection of for- 
ests, the work of the denartment will 
be broadened, petrols will be sent out 
along the railwey tracks and the for- 
estry braneh will endeavor to carry out 
in # practical manner many of the 
ohiections of the new Dominion Con- 
servation commission.

Lord Lansdowne, in a speech gave 
a modified support towards Lord Rose- 
bery’s scheme, but spoke strongly for 
the retention of the hereditary prin- 
ciple. He advocated the election of a 
reduced house by the peers themselves 
and the exclusion of any colonial re- 
presentatives. He agreed that new 
blood was wanted but preferred life 
peerages by the king's nomination to 
Rosebery’s suggestion of election by 
city councils. In the meantime, Pre- 
mier Asquith’s resolutions on the veto 
question are promised for next week. 

The house of commons passed the 
second reading of the bill under which 
the Indian government seeks power to 
raise $125,000,000 for railway and irri- 
gation development for commercial, 
not strategical, purposes.

BRITAIN’S BIG 
_ NAVAL PLAN 


‘NAVAL STANDARD FOR GREAT 
{ BRITAIN IS DEFINED 


‘Pall Mall Gazette Publishes Text of 
an Official Memorandum on_ the 
Subject—To Cope with Political 
Combination of Any Two Great 
Powers—Prediction of the Future 
Development of the Navy. 


London.—In order to clear up the 
,obseurity which has surrounded the 
government's definition of its two- 
/power naval standard for Great Brit- 
‘win, the Pall Mail Gazette publishes 
the, text of an official memorandum 
on the subject which was privately 
circulated by the sdmiralty in 1905 
and has never before been published. 

The memoranaum says that a fair, 
definition of the two-power standard 
may reasonably be taken as that which 
\will give Great Britain good hopes of 
success against a political combination 
two great powers. 
| This standard, adds the memoran- 
dum, has never been interpreted as 
jone of bare numerical equality in any 
'elass of warships. It manifestly re- 
}quires a certain margin of superiority 
over the naval strength of any two 
powers. 

The Pall Mal) Gazette construes this 
as extinguishing completely Prime 
| Minister Asquith’s contention that 
the United States under existing con- 
ditions could not be counted on as 
jone of any two powers that might 
enter into a combination against 
Great Britain. teginald MeKenna 
first lord of the admiralty, when ques- 
|tioned on this subject during the de- 
| bate on the paval estimates in the 
house of commons, said the three 
powers nearest to Great’ Britain in 
naval strength were so equal that it

TO PREVENT 


TARIFF WAR 


'EFFORT BEING MADE TO AVOID 
| TRADE COMPLICATIONS 


Change in Public Opinion in the 
United States—Leading Men are 
Quite Pronounced in their Opposi- 
tion to a Tariff War with Canada— 
President Taft Said to be a Pro- 
Canadian in the Best Sense. 


Ottawa.—Dr. J. A. Macdonald, editor 
of the Toronto Giobe, who arrived 
home from Washington recently, and 
who has discussed tne tariff problem 
with the leaders in the Governments 
ol both countries, is not unhopeful of 
an understanuing being reachea which 
will avoid the iniposing of the maxi- 
mum tariff on the one side, and the 
surtax on the other. 

Asked as to tne Washington atti- 
tude, Mr. Macdonald said: ‘Anyone 
who has followed the course of events 
cannot but be impressed by the change 
which is coming Over public opinion in 


the United States as represented by 
the leaging men in Congress. During 
my last visit I talked freely with in- 


fiuential men lke Senator Aldricn and 
Senator Lodge, who were held to re- 
present the stand pat element in the 
senate, and found them quite as pro- 
nounced in their opposition to a tariff 
war with Canada and as strongly in 
favor of improving trade relations be- 
tween these two countries as were ‘in- 


surgents’ like Senator Dolliver and 
Senator La Follette. 
“The same is true of the much- 


abused Speaker of the House of Re- 
presentatives, Hon. Joseph G. Can- 
non. All these men ure really per- 
plexed and anxious over the present 


situation. I do not believe they 
foresaw the difficulties which the 
new tariff legislation has created. 


They made no concealment in talk- 
ing with me of their desire and hope 
thet better end freer trade arrange- 
ments, satisfactory to both countries, 
would soon be effected. Were the 
prospective crisis averted, the larger 
question would receive consideration 
from the leaders in the cabinet and 
in congress such as never was given 
it in the past. The attitude of Sen- 
ators Aldrich and Lodge and Speaker 
Cannon was also very significant. As 
for President Taft he is a pro-Can- 
edian in the best sense, and the posi- 


tion in which he is placed by the 
apperent inflexibility of the law 
which he hes to administer, is to 
him unmistukeably distressing.

Big Irrigation Contracts 


Tenders have been called for the 
work required in the construction 
ol the irrigation systems to serve 
and central sections of 
the irrigation block. The award 
wiil be made early in May and the 
firm securing the contract will be 
required to complete work within a 
specified time. This will involve 
the handling of 25,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth. Steam shovels will, 
this summer, be operated in the ex- 
cavation of the main canal to serve 
the eastern section, Itis also ex- 
pected that work on the large con- 
crete dam south of Bassano will be 
started. Contracts will also be let 
for the dam and concrete work to 
complete the system in the western 
secuon, From inquiries already re- 
ceived trom large contracting firms 
throughout all sections of the con- 
tinent, it is expected that the bidd- 
ing tor this work will be exception- 
ally keen. On the first of April, 
the engineering parties will take the 
field and it is expected that 250 
engineers, chainmen, rodmen, and 
assistants will be employed in at 
least twelve parties.
